Nkw York, May 2.— RailroacI em- 
pl07M in and near New York are on' 
•atjr and mnoh vorried orar^probar 
Ua action of the enginean, flraman, 
trainmen and stdtcbmen on the roads 
mnning into Chicago. There is a wide 
spread belief among railroad eniployos 
in the eant that ILb western railroad 
men will make trouble soon after . tlie 
world's fair is in good mnolllg Order, 
While this belief tias baan .gaining 
groond in the east tauj rallvoad men 
have diaortdltad all ramonof possible 
tronble. • 

All donbtfl of the probability of seri* 
own and widespread railroad strilce) soon 
after the opening of the fair have faded 
away since the decisions of Judges Taft 
and Ricks in the conspiracy and con 
tempt proceedings in tlie United States 
courts against the striking engineers on 
the Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Mich- 
igan railroad. These deciHions, ati'ect- 
ing the right of engineers and firemen 
to qidt work, have stirred up the fardth- 
erhood engineers all over the conntry, 
and it is understood that the word has 
been passed to all the members of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
to be ready to "get even" with certain 
railroads at the time when they will 
need all the men they can get 

It is, of course, understood what con- 
stitutes "getting oven.** while there 
has been no public announcement to 
this effect, brotherhood engineers and 
firemen by their statMucnts to re- 
* porters and othera ihow their positions 
exactly. ^ 

A reporter who visited the great 
yards of the Erie, Pennsylvania and 
Reading in Jersey City, found many 
railroad employes who were willing to 
talk on the subject of a "world's fair 
strike." The followiuK slatemeut was 
made hj a prominent railroad employe 
who was Sjsen by a reporter in the Ene 
yards: 

■'Railroad men throughout the east 
are very uneasy over the situation just 
now with regard to a possible 'world's 
fair strike' within the next' few weeks. 
And we are not uneasy withont good 
reason. The tronble that began on the 
little Ann Arbor road a short time ago 
and its recent developments in the fed- 
eral courts are havinur an effect on rail- 
road employes, and esspecially brother- 
hood engineers all over the United 
States. It has been the principal topic 
of discussion in the lodgeroom and the 
roundhouse, and the resnlta of this dis- 
cussion will surely be seen later. Wo 
eng^eers are a conserTative body uf 
men here in the east. 

••Onr western brothers are qnioker to 
act, more impulsive. Consequently, 
what we fear most jnst now is some 
hasty, ill-considered action by them. 
We also fear the switchmen; they may 
go out at any time without a moment's 
warning. They are, aa a role, men 
.without families, who wander about 
from one railroad city to another. The 
principal danger jnst at present is from 
these men. They have many griev- 
ancas. We in the east are apprehensive 
leat some hasty action in the west 
either by onr brothan or by the railroad 
companies; either will precipitate a Ut- 
ter struggle. 

"I know that I voice the tentlments 
of the brotherhood men when I tell 
yon that we hope that there will be no 
nfonUe dnring the world** fair. On 
the othar baud, there are wrongs to be 
righted, and it is only nfi^nral that » 
favoraue opportunity akoald ba em- 
braced for presenting demands. Some 
important meetings of brotharhood eu- 
l^neers and firemen in Jersey City and 
Greenville will be held during the 
OOl^g week."

CixciNNATi, May 2.— From northern 
Indiana to southern Tennessee, from 
central Pennsylvania to western Illinois, 
10 years of rainy weather has failed to 
conjure up a situation like the present. 
Today there is not one acre of ground 
in all the central states but what con- 
tains a lifile pool of rain water, while 
the grain beneath \h drowning. 

Such is the situation in every county 
of Ohio, Indiaua and Illinois. The 
heavy rains of a fortnight in central 
and northei ii Indiana and Ohio have 
Hooiled everything. The rivers Scioto, 
Hij; and Lit ; le Miami, Wliitinvatt'r and 
the muddy Wabash had beim destined 
by nature to receive the turbulent 
waters of three states and the output 
of the heavaaa of hidf a moBth are 

theirs. 

Taking all in nil, the rainy season 
jnst over h;is been the most dc.Mtructivo 
one in !■"> vcars. It has drowned three- 
fourths o^ the wheat in tlio three states; 
and to per.Miiial property and realty in 
the cities, there can not be placed even 
an approdiBata aattmata of tha dam> 
ago. 

If the present state of weather con- 
tinues much longer- people along the 
lowi^r Missi,-<sippi mnv e.xpect a repeti- 
tion of the tiood of 1«90, At this point 
the river hiw risen at the rate or si.x 
inche.s an hour for the past 24 hours, 
and the pro^jpects ais flattering for a 

continued rise. 

OV neral and heavy rains are reported 
throughout the Ohio valley. The trib- 
utaries of the ( )hio arc jxiaring out vast 
torrents of water, and the indications 
are that a H<)<;d stage of water will bo 
reached at this citv. The water is 
creeping up into the liouses along Rat 
Row, The local weather bureau pre- 
dicts that t;o leet will be the Hood limit 
here if the rains should cease now. 



TH OUGH UT OHIO. 

OraaS Damaca to \vu«at and Other Vftep* 
arty All Over i he State. 

CoLUMEcs. 0., May 2.— Columbus is 

threatened with a serious Hood. The 
Scioto river is out of it.s banks and is 
risiiig at the rate of four inches an hour 
Many factories along the banks of the 
river havo been oGliLsed to clcise and 
the electric light works has been 
obliged to shut dowot throwing tha clty 
in darkness. 

The rain of the past iS hours has done 
thousands of dollars damage iu north 
western Ohio. Hundreds of acres of 
wheat are drowned out and the farmers 
have been kept back from jilanting 
their oats, corn and potatoes, which 
will not be a half crop tliis year. 

The Auglaize river is higher than it 
has been for years, and it is doing a 
great amount of damage. It is still 
raining. 

The track of the Baltimore and Ohio 
company at Clay Lii'k, uear Znnesville, 
is su!)iiii rged by water and traffic is in- 
terrupted. The rivers are rising at this 
point at ihe rate of a tool an hour, and 
much damage is feared. 

It is reported that the tunnel on the 
Cleveland and Marietta at C^lnridge 

ha.-i caved in. 

A report is jnst ie<;eived here from 
Dayton that water is running' over the 
levee at Lewiston reservoir and farm 
ers are moving their families and live- 
stock to liinh ground. Water is in '>0 
acres of cellars in the residence ]iortion 
of that city. The river is at the high- 
est point for nine years and rising two 
inches an hour. 

The Miami river and tributaries are 
at tlood height and rising two inches an 
hour, A sea of water covers the farm 
lands. Merchants and families in the 
lower i)ortious of the city are moving 
perishable gooda and snppUsa oat of 
cellars. ^^^^^ 

MANV LIViS BWDANQBHIO. 

Sprinirflald Clt|iaia Hemmed In and May 
Droiru Before Ueiny Rcsooed. 

Sfrinofield, O., May 2.— This city is 
suddenly confronted by the awful possi- 
bility of a score of lives being drowned 

by the raging waters in Buck creek, 
wLtvh runs through the northeastern 
part of the city. The greater part of 
the police force and the entire patrol 
force, assisted by many citizens, are 
straining every effort to rescue the un- 
fortunates wno ara penaad ia fhair 
houses. 

The creek is fed by a number of 
smaller streams above Lagonda, and be- 
}.'au ri.sing rapidly late >«jt>l«rdtiy after- 
noon. Almost before the people living 
in the vicinity knew it tbey were sur- 
rounded by the Hood, which at thishonr 
is rising a 'Oot an hour. About lOo 
acres, from Lagonda avenue to Spring 
street,' and Columbia street to Maple 
avenue, containing 200 houses, are 
flooded. Boats and horses ara Mag 
used to rescne the people. 

The Spring street bridge Is gone. 
The electric car powerhouse ia flooded 
and streetcar traffic is entirely stopped. 
The O. S. Kelly company and P. P. 
Mast & Company are flooded and the 
illuminating gab plant, which supplies 
the city, is threatened. Hundreds are 
viewing the flood, but it is hoped the 
watar will soo n begin to fall.

Tieports received from points above 
here state that the tributanes are rising 
fast and pouring torrents of water into 
the Mississippi. Tins volr.me will ri a< h 
here in two or three days and then the 
flood scenes of pravions years will be 
re-enacted. 

The railroads have taken prollt from 
experience and will {irobably not suffer 
from the Hood. The rsinfaU during the 
month of April has e.xceeded that of 
any month for 20 years. 

l)own the river reports show tre- 
iin n<l<ius rainfall and swollen rivers- 
Memphis, Vioksburg and Natchez will 
snffer greatly from the flood.

Chicaqo, May 2.— The splendors ol 
the night outshone the glories of tht 
day. The potent factor, electricity, 

was displayed in all its brilliancy and 
rivaled for supremacy the one gleam 
of noon l.iy sun that graced the ojien- 
ing ceremonies. The center of .attrac- 
tion was, as during the day, the a I.'kiii 
istration building and its court oi 
honor, and thither maassa flocked ia 

multitudes. 

President Cleveland's departure from 
the administration buildiniz shortly aft- 
er .') o'clock was the signal for the day'i 
crowd to leave, and tlio grounds bore a 
deserted appearance until nearly half 
past 0. Notwithstanding the chill air 
which settled over the grounds as tiit 
evening urew, people bewail to g.ather 
early, and oy the time darjiiit ss Imd en- 
circled the white city a multitude filled 
the plaza from the administration bnfld' 
ing to the peristyle. 

The first touch of magic given tht 
night settlin„- of the great scene was a 
fringe of iii' amlescent liKhts which sur- 
mounted the columns of the perisiyle 
running from music l.aii to tiie casino. 
This was followed a moment later by 
strips of light which sprang to life on 
all parts of udmiiiistration building, 
The entire structure was giidfd witli 
seams of liuht running iiroun,! th" toj 
uf the pavilions and to the' d(jme.

RAILROADS 

Washinoton; M sj 2.— The question 

of tilt' liability of a railroad corporation 
to an cnipioye for damages received 
while in the service of the coiiijmny is 
one to b« settled, not by the local law 
in the itat*) wherein the cause of action 
•roee, bat by the general Uw npou the 
snbject. Snob wm the snbitMice ot a 
deculon by the rapreme court of the 
United BtatM jeeterdaj, the opinion 
being read by Justice Brewer. 

The cironmitances of the case briefly 
were theee: John Bati^jh, a fireman in 
the employ of the Baltimore and Uhii 
Railroad company at Bellaire, O., wn 
Injured in a «^llision between the en 
gino upon whicA he was employe<l and 
• local train. The engine was a "bi lp 
er," and at the time of the collision w s 
running down hill light. Baugh claimed 
that the injury received was due to the 
nep;ligence of the engineer, and brouj^'iit 
suit against the company in the coui.ty 
court, whence it waa tiansferred to tii.' 
United States circnit court for the 
southern district of Ohio on petition of 
the railroad company. 

Trial of the cane resulted in a verdict 
and judgnifnt for the plaintiff in the 
■urn of ^G,7<)0. This result was in hc- 
cordance with the rule laid down hy 
the supreme court of the state of < 'hio 
governing the determination of suits o< 
this character where negligence oi: nn 
employe of the company in antliurity 
orer a fellow employe is alleged. 

The railroad appealed to the Un:t>'<l 
States supreme court, and Judge liv w- 
er, after a lengthy review of tlie prin- 
ciples applicable to tho case, said the 
question upon wliat is a matter of lo- 
cal and of I'lw and the extent 
to which in the latter this court should 
follow tiie decision of tlie state court 
had often been presented. The unva- 
rying rule is that matters of tlio latter 
class this court, while leaning toward 
an agreement with the rulings of the 
state courts, always ex('rci:<es an inde- 
j)en<lent judgment, and no unvaryiiif^ 
lias lieeii tlie courr^e of decision in this 
court tliat the (juestion of responsibil- 
ity of a railroad corporation for injuries 
cause 1 1 <> or by its servants is one of 
general law. 

The incidents of tlie jiarticular ca.se. 

E resent were con.->iilered, aijd Judge 
rewer said under the circumstances 
the court were of the ojiinion that the 
engineer was not acting in tho capacity 
of vict! jirinciiial of the company, but 
as a fellow-employe of tho tireman and 
that the company was not therefore 
liable for injury sustained bgr tho 
latter.- ^ 

Tho judgment of tin! circnit coui t 
was reversed and the caso remand d for 
a new ti iiil.

REVOLU TION IN CUBA. 

A Oeaeval VprUlnc In the Kuura Portien 
of th« lalMil. 

Havana, May 3.— Cuba is again in 

the throes of a revolution. A general 
nprisingjhas taki n place through the 
eastern jKirtion of the island. The 
movement wliich has kept from t,]w 
l)nblir was started hear Holguin April 
15, when iwo brothers named Hartorius 
raised the war cry, and with 20 follow- 
ers marched out of the little town of 
Pnrnio. 

They were reinforced the following 
day by S') men from the town of N'elas- 
co. They coiitiii\ied in the direction of 
Milas near tlie north coast, wliere thoy 
were strongly reinforced and where 
they expect to meet expeditions from 
the United States. 

The Sartorius brntlier?" are young 
men of good family and were born in 
(.tibara. Th(;ir father is a retired ( at- 
tain in the Spauisn uriny. lie is a maa 
of wealth and highly resjiected. The 
two bovM, however, liave been promi- 
nently ideiititii d v.ith the revolutiiaiary 
movement and would liave lieen under 
Spanish surveillance for several months. 

Kejiorts of uprisings tiiroughout the 
distrii tb of Manzanille, Holguin, (man- 
tananii and I^as Lunas are being re- 
ceived. A council of war was called by 
the captain general on the night of 
Aiiril :.'T and tlie next day he issued an 
order di claring the province of S.inti- 
u;,'o ill' I 'uba in a state of siege. 

Orders have been issued detaching 
troops from every available jioiiit. 
They are beiner sent eastward to check 
the uprising, which is now becoming 
general, apparently in keeping with 
the previous arrangementi of we lead* 
era. 

Tho regular troops arc marching in 
the treets of Ha\ aiia and neighboring 
cities Militia have been i)ressed into 
service and extra guards placed around 
all public buildings. 

Tuui situation is considered by the 
authorities and the public press as seri 
CUB and all available government forces 
are being centered ta ^ Vlldt* Ar- 
riba.
